Tin;  apparently  aimless  iiuiveiiiems  of 
tlie  coiiteiuling  forces  in  Rio  Grande  resiilt- 
etl  in  a  battle  between  Hyppolito  and  Sal- 
^ado  at  Inhanduliy,  in  the  vicinilv  of  Ale- 
sii'ete,  on  the  3rd  instant.  Accordini?  to 
the  hysterical  telegrams  received  iVnm  Casl- 
ilhos  and  die  national  commanders,  the 
federalists  were  completely  routed  and  dis- 
persed after  a  fight  lasiing  si.-;  hours.  The 
lederalists,  however,  tleny  that  they  were 
.defeated,  alihough  it  is  evident- that  they 
wiilulrcw  from  the  field  after  the  light.  It 
is  clear  that  there  could  not  iiave  been  much 
ofa  lii^lit,  for  no  prisoners  are  reported  and 
the  Castilhistas  report  a  loss  of  So  men, 
while  the  federalists  report  oiilv  fortv,  al- 
ihough Hyppolito  telegraphed  that  the  field 
was  strewn  with  their  dead  and  wounded. 
According  to  Salgado's  report  the  Castil- 
hista  cavalry  lied  at  tlie  outset,  which  is 
confirmed  by  the  reported  arrival  of  fugitive 
detachments  at  Santo  Eugenio,  fifteen 
leagues  distant.  This  probably  gave  rise 
to  the  first  reports  of  a  federalist  victory 
which  readied  Jlontevidco  on  the  jtli. 
The  reports  are  still  so  meagre  and  con- 
llicting  that  it  is  impossible  to  know  the 
actual  situation,  but  from  the  reports 
apparently  most  trustworth)'  it  appears  that 
an  encounter  took  place  on  the  Rio 
Inhanduhy,  about  fifteen  leagues  from 
Santo  Eugenio,  in  which  5,500  Castilhistas 
under  General  Hyppolito  and  6,fioo  feder- 
alists under  Col.  Salgado  were  engaged. 
The  former  had  eight  pieces  of  artillery, 
while  the  federalists  had  none.  Tiie  Cas't- 
ilhista  cavalry  fied  at  die  beginning  of  the 
fight,  but  the  regular  iiifanirv  aided  bv  the 
artillery  held  llieir  grounil  against  the  fed- 
eralist cavaliT,  which  withdrew  from  the 
field  at  night.  The  losses  on  both  sides 
appear  to  have  been  insignificant,  hence 
there  could  not  have  been  a  stubbornly 
contested  action,  nor  a  display  of  the  valor 
wliicli  die  Hyppolito  telegrams  announce, 
nor  a  dispersal  ot  the  federalist  army.  It 
is  now  said  that  the  chief  command  in  Rio 
Grande  will  be  given  to  General  Hvppoliio, 
who  promises  to  crush  die  revolution  in  a 
month. 


It  must  be  confessed  that  the  President's 
message  is  a  disappointment.  A\'c  had  not 
anticipated  a  state  paper  of  great  value  nor 
perhaps  a  fidl  and  frank  outline  of  the  gov- 
ernment's opinion  and  policy  respecting  the 
most  prominent  questions  before  the  coim- 
try.  but  in  common  with  others  we  did 
expect  an  explanation  of  the  President's 
policy  in  .Rio  Grande,  where  a  civil  war 
of  no  insignificant  proportions  is  raging,  of 
his  policy  in  Pernambuco  where  a  partizan 
strife_  is  leading  unerringly  to  an  armed 
conflict,  and  of  his  opinions  on  the  ques- 
tions of  finance  and  taxation  upon  which 
so  much  depends  in  the  near  future  of  this 
country.  Instead  of  this  we  have  the  bare 
mention  of  the  war  in  Rio  Grande,  with 
the  brief  assertion  that  the  government  is 
exercising  its  constitutional  prerogative  in 
granting  assistance  to  the  governor  of  that 
state  in  repressing  it.  The  inference  then 
is  that  the  President  considers  it  his  right 
and  duty  to  use  the  public  funds  at  an 
estimated  rate  of  over  200,000-5  a  day,  the 
greater  part  of  the  regular  army,  with  arms, 
ammunition  and  equipments,  together  with 
the  services  of  the  general  oflicers,  without 
even  an  appeal  to  Congress  for  means  and 
approval.  It  is  certainly  a  very  free  inter- 
j5retation  of  the  constitution,  imd  it  draws 
no  line  between  the  assistance  recjuircd  for 
a  mere  riot,  or  revolt,  and  a  general  revo- 
hition  rc(|uiring  a  very  heavy  draft  upon 
the  revenues  and  resources  of  the  country. 
Certainly  no  student  of  constitutional  gov- 
ernment would  ever  concede  such  an 
inter[)retation  and  such  absolute  powers  to 
an  elective  execudve.  The  President  has 
plainly  exceeded  his  powers  in  this  respect, 
and  he  does  nut  even  now  ask  Congress  to 
approve  what  he  has  done.  As  for  the 
dif!^iculties  in  Pernambuco,  the  rehations  be- 
tween the  President  and  the  Martins  Junior 
faction,  which  is  now  trying  to  depose  the 
governor  of  that  state,  even  at  the  cost  of 
an  armed  conlJict,  certainly  requires  some 
explanaticui,  but  it  is  ignored  altogether. 
As  to  the  financial  problems  which  are 
engaging  attention,  the  message  is  most 
unsatisfactory.  The  fusion  of  the  P>anco 
do  Prazil  and  Banco  da  Republicais  bridly 
alluded  to  and  the  approval  of  Congress  is 
.solicited,  btit  nothing  is  said  of  the  illegal 
manner  in  which  it  was  done,  nor  of  the 
unauthorized  issue  of  cedulas  (called 
bonuses)  to  the  amount  of  100,000,000$ 
which  have  been  declared  legal  tender  at 
all  the  revenue  de])artm.ents  of  the  national 


government.  :\Ieasures  of  this  character 
should  be  strictly  confined  to  what  Con- 
gress has  expressly  authorised,  but  the 
President  and  his  minister  of  finance  as- 
sumed the  right  to  act  wuhout  consulting 
Congress  and  entirely  upon  their  own  res- 
ponsibility. Still  further,  they  also  assumed 
the  right  of  issuing  tides  of  pubHc  credit  as 
aid  to  hidiistries  after  an  adverse  vote  had 
been  given  in  Congress  on  a  similar  [iroject. 
All  this  requires  full  explanation  from  the 
President,  but  he  ignores  all  this  and 
contents  himself  witli  the  hare  ;innounce- 
meni  of  an  accomplished  fart.  It  is  useless, 
l)erhaps,  to  call  attenuon  to  the  sim]>le  fact 
that  iliis  is  not  ciHisiiiutional  representaii\'e 
govcrmnem  in  the  least  iKirticular.  It  is 
dici.uorship  luire  and  simple,  and  Congress 
should  understand  that  fact. 


Tin;  President  liaving  raised  a  question 
as  to  the  orgAui/.atioii  of  tiie  liibunal  dc 
coHtas—\  board  of  :uulit  lor  conferring  and 
approving  all  accounts  against  the  govern- 
mcni— it  is  a  good  time,  in  our  opinion,  for 
Congress  to  enter  into  a  careful  and  thorough 
consideration  of  accounts,  expenditures  ami 
Treasury  book-keeping.  .Much  of  the  ven- 
ality and  extravagance  throughout  South  Am- 
erica is  due  to  the  negligence  with  which  the 
public  accounts  are  kept,  aiul  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  general  public  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  transactions  of  officials  and  the  cuncH- 
tion  of  die  public  funds.  Were  these  ac- 
counts as  carefully  conferred  as  is  the  case 
in  a  private  bank  or  eommereia!  house,  and 
were  iieriodical  balance  sheets  jjublished  for 
the  inlormaliou  uf  the  public,  it  can  not  be 
lioiibtetl  that  the  revenue  extracted  from  the 
liartl-eanied  savings  of  the  people  would  go 
much  further.  Publiciiy  is  a  good  watch- 
dug,  e\'en  in  countries  like  some  of  our  neigh- 
bors where  popular  morality  has  not  reached 
that  plane  where  a  robbery  nf  the  public 
treiisury  is  considered  venal.  '  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  revenue  ofa  country  is  the  popu- 
lar cotitribudon  for  the  legitimate  expenses 
ofiis  government,  that  revenue  should  be 
consiilered  as  a  trust  fund,  for  the  expenditure 
of  which  a  strict  account  must  be  given. 
A  conscieniiousand  honest  executiveshould 
tiierelore  desire  to  have  every  detail  of 
ex|ienditure  carefully  audited,  and  every  safe- 
gu;ird  employed  to  prevent  an  improper  use 
of  the  public  money.  When  an  executive 
asks  to  have  liie  restrictions  withdrawn,  so 
that  he  can  spend  the  people's  money  at 
pleasure  and  without  limit,  it  is  full  linicto 
doubly  lock  the  treasury  doors  and  to  add 
further  restrictions  upon  the  unauthorized 
expenditure  of  money.  It  is  our  opinion 
that  the  tiibiiiiii!  tk  conhu  slioukl  not  only 
be  retained,  but  that  its  powers  should  be 
increased  and  its  force  enlarged,  mucli  on 
the  same  lines  as  the  auditors'  department 
in  the  United  States  Treasmy.  Py  dividing 
the  work  into  sections,  each  section  having 
charge  of  one  or  more  specific  branches  of 
the  public  service,  the  work  could  be  ex[iedi- 
tcd  more  rajiidly  and  with  less  confusion. 
Every  account  and  every  expenditure  should 
be  required  to  pass  through  this  department, 
and  tlie  Treasurer  of  the  republic— the  offi- 
cial in  actual  charge  of  the  cash— should  pay 
no  account,no  draft  and  no  order  which  does 
not  bear  its  approval.  A  better  plan,  per- 
Iiaps,  would  be  to  pay  cash  only  upon  war- 
rants from  the  auditors' office,  liie  original 
accounts  or  orders  remaining  on  file  in  that 
olfice  for  future  reference.  Having  estab- 
lished the  ride  that  no  money  can  be  paid 
out  without  the  auditor's  consent,  Congress 
should  further  establisli  that  such  consent  ■ 
'  shall  not  be  given  without  the  warrant  of 
an  express  appropriation,  orcredit,  that  such 
appropriation,  or  credit,  can  never  be  exce- 
eded, and  that  the  executive  by  himself  can 
not  make  an  appropriation,  or  credit,  ofany 
kind  or  descripdon  without  the  special 
authorization  of  Congress.  The  general 
blank  authorifiations  attached  to  budgets 
should  he  prohibited  by  law,  and  it  should 
be  established  that  iienceforth  no  (q)en  cre- 
dits can  be  voted  nor  can  any  ajjproprialion 
be  considered  legal  and  valiti  which  does 
not  specify  the  amount  covered  hy  the  same. 
Having  established  these  regulations  fur  the 
protection  of  tlie  funds  entrusted  to  the  care 
of  the  government,  Congre.ss  should  require 
the  Treasurer  of  the  nation — wiio  sliould  be 
an  ofiitial  wholly  distinct  from  the  minister 
of  finance— to  issue  a  detailed  balance  sheet 
at  least  once  a  month,  and  within  one  week 
after  the  close  of  that  month,  which  balance 
sheet  siiould  state  theaiuuunt  paid  out  since 
the  last  reporijthe  public  debt,  the  currency 
in  circulation,  and  all  other  particulars  neces- 
sary to  a  correct  opinion  on  tiie  financial  state 
of  the  country.     And  on  all  these  points  no 


exceptions  should  he  allowed,  no  matter 
what  the  eniergencv  may  bo.  If  such  tin 
emergency  should  arise,  the  President  should 
be  required  to  call  an  extraordinary  session 
of  Congress.  Under  existing  pracdces  and 
with  the  gcneial  powers  granted  to  the 
executive,  an  unscrupulous  President,  with 
the  army  at  his  bidding,  cm  e.isily  ]>rocl;iini 
hiiiHelftiicialor.  raise  and  .spend  what  money 
he  pK'.i.sL's,  and  keep  himself  in  power  indeti- 
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Gentkfnen-.\Lmh-rs  of  Ihe  Xatiomil 
Congress. 

Greeting  you  as  the  representatives  of 
the  legislative  hiMuch  of  the  federal  govern- 
meiil,  1  i>erform  the  duty  required  uf  me  hy 
Art.  48,  §  9,  of  die  constitution,  describimV 
to  you  the  present  situation  of  the  countiy 
and  the  measures  and  reforms  which  seem 
to  me  timely  and  necessary  to  the  proper 
direction  of  public  affairs. 

The  poliucal  reconstitulion  of  our  coun- 
try is,  as  you  are  aware,  still  in  its  organic 
phase,  and  it  is  only  little  by  little  that  the 
elements  constituting  the  Prazilian  federa- 
tive republic  can  be  discriminated  and 
individualiml.  And  it  is  only  gradually 
that  the  administrative  machinery  of  the 
union,  the  states  and  tlie  municipalities,  can 
be  harmoniously  adjusted  and  combined  in 
promoting  the  progress  and  development  of 
the  United  States  of  Brazil. 

It  would  not.  indeed,  he  reasonable  to 
expect  that  immediately  after  the  establish- 
ment of  a  new  form  of  government  the 
social  machinery  would  work  witliout 
friction  or  inipeiiimcnts,  arising  moreorer 
from  causes  superior  to  human  will  or 
human  foresight. 

Fortunately  the  Brazilian  people  are 
convinced,  as  they  h.tve  fic<piently  sliown, 
that  the  republic  is  llie  suitable  eoiuliUon  or 
form  for  the  constitution  of  their  nationalitv 
and  is  consequently  necessary  to  the  equi- 
iihrinm  and  growth  of  society  on  account 
of  its  adaptation  lo  the  nature  and  character 
of  die  nations  of  the  American  continent. 

In  view  of  the  present  situation,  whose 
gravity  requires  the  utmost  prudence  and 
judgment  on  the  part  of  those  in  authnnty, 
die  meeting  of  the  national  Congress  is  for 
me  a  source  of  extreme  gratification  and  I 
expect  from  its  wisLJuin  and  [i.itrioijsm 
valuable  aid  and  co-operation  in  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  liunorable  duties  appertaining 
to  my  oflice. 

After  the  pofiticaievenls.of  which  you  have 
been  informed,  subsequent  to  November 
23rd,  1 8yi,  the  federal  .states  have  proceeded 
in  the  work  of  organization,  reconstituting 
their  deliberative  bodies  and  promulgating 
new  constitutions,  with  the  exception  of 
Par;i,  Pernambuco,  Alagoas,  J3aliia.  S. 
Paulo,  Miiias  Geraes  and  i\iatto  Grosso, 
which  have  retained  those  originally  adojjted. 

Governmental  functions  have  been  regu- 
lated in  nearly  all  the  state,s,  which  are  in 
possession  of  the  powers  appertaining  ta 
them  in  virtue  of  the  constitution,  which  is. 
also  the  cnse  in  relation  to  the  federal 
district,  with  the  exception  of  the  service  of 
lighting  and  that  of  sewerage,  whose  com- 
panies liave  protested  against  the  ti-.msfer,  it 
depending  on  the  national  Cuugress  to 
settle  these  questions  and  that  of  thj  water 
supply. 

KoLwithstanding  our  being  in  circum- 
stances most  critical  for  .social  life,  to  whicii 
I  have  just  referred,  it  is  proper  to  recognize 
that  the  general  aspect  of  the  union  is 
animating  ami  full  of  promises  for  a  most 
prosperous  future. 

As  dissonant  notes,  it  is  unhappily  neces- 
sary to  record  the  more  or  less  serious 
perturbations  of  order  in  the  states  of  Rio 
(le  Janeiro,  Ainazonas,  IVfaranhao  ^j.io 
Paulo  and  Kio  Grande  do  Sul. 

In  die  first  of  these  there  occurred 
seditious   attempts,    soon    repressed,    order 

and  puhlicscciirity  being  newly  strengthened 
thereby. 

In  the  la.1t  ofthese  suites  the  revohitiuuary 
agitation  continues,  wliidi  so  greatly  tries 
our  patriotism,  and  which  the  federal 
government  has  incessantly  sought  to  ter- 
minate as  desired  by  all  good  citizens. 
iJraziiian  tenitory  Imving  there  been  in- 
vaded, the  federal  government,  in  conformity 
with  Art.  6  of  the  constitution,  has  rendered 
to  its  respeciive  president  (governor)  the 
assi.stance  winch  lie  solicited,  the  pacification 
of  that  state  being  his  constant  desire,    thus 
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re-est;iblii^liing     concoril     ainnn},'    its     in- 
habilaius, 

II  i-i  wortliy  of  note  that,  during  the 
ibimcr  ix-frime,  by  some  now  coinmended 
as  oiiii  of  peace  and  prosjierjly,  nuich  more 
serious  were  the  commotions  which,  tiir()u,i^ii 
institutional  alterations  less  prdfouml  and 
less  imjiortant,  our  country  sulTered  in  tlie 
period  whicli  iiniiiediately  followed  its 
in  dope  ml  en  ce,  in  the  epoch  of  tlio  rise  of 
constitutionalism,  in  the  volcanic  jieriod  of 
the  re^'eucy,  and,  snbsequcutly,  in  ihc 
reactions  jirovoked  hy  ilie  conservative 
reaction  of  1841.  It  is  suflicient  to  allude 
to  the  political  movements,  almost  wholly 
of  a  sanguinary  character,  of  1824  in  Por- 
nambuco,  tit  1S31  in  this  capital  and  wliich 
occasioned  reactions  thiouffhout  all  Brazil, 
of  1835  in  Bahia  and  Para,  of  1842  in 
Minas'Geracs  and  Sao  Paulo,  of  1848  in 
Pernamluico,  and  pariicularlj'  that  of  1835 
to  1844  in  tlie  state  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
itself,  and  whose  purjioses,  otherwise  so 
noble  and  generous,  could  be  dominated 
by  imperialism  only  at  the  end  often  years. 
By  consecutive  acts  has  been  put  in  exe- 
cution the  law  No.  23  of  30lh  October, 
1891,  wliicli  reorganized  tlie  service  of  tlie 
federal  administration,  the  necessary  regu- 
lations being  expedited  for  the  several 
departments  of  state  and  treasury  bureaus. 

In  ilie  meanwhile,  I  must  call  your 
enligluencd  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
preparing  an  organic  law  for  tlie  iribunal  de 
cofitas,  an  institution  wliich,  only  just 
organized,  has  caused  reclamations  for  the 
embarassmenls  opposed  to  the  progress  of 
public  administration  by  reason  of  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  constituted. 

Besides  other  reforms,  of  which  I  shall 
treat  particularly  later  on,  permit  me  to  em- 
phasize the  desirability  of  a  revision  oi  the 
electoral  law  ;  tlie  systcmization  of  the  laws 
on  naturalization  ;  the  preparation  of  regu- 
lations for  Art.  71,  §  2,  letter/',  and  §  3,  and 
Art.  72,  §  29,  of  the  constitution,  relative  to 
the  loss  and  reacqnisition  of  political  rights  ; 
disaiipro])riaiion  for  federal  public  utility  ; 
civil  re|;istry  ol  births  and  deaths ;  a  clear 
and  foipial  inter|>ietation  of  the  constitu- 
tional test  which  treats  of  remunerated 
accumulations  of  public  ollices  ;  and  an 
indication  of  the  manner  in  which  the  con- 
cession of  subsidies  to  the  states  ought  to 
become  effective.  All  these  are  questions 
whicli  in  practice  have  been  causes  of  diffi- 
culties which  it  is  necessary  to  remove. 

The  following  reforms  in  legislation  also 
appear  necessary  to  me :  tlie  revocation  of 
Decree  No,  1,371,  of  14th  February,  1891, 
wliich  subjects  to  federal  courts  the  prose- 
cution antl  sentence  ol  crimes  of  counter- 
feiting ;  to  create  in  this  cajiilai  a  second 
district  {logi"')  of  district  attorney,  or  to 
provide  assistants  for  the  present  one  ;  to 
revise  the  system  ol  judicial  costs  ;  to  in- 
terpret Art,  47  of  Decree  No.  848,  of  14th 
October,  1S90;  to  improve  the  federal  ju- 
dicial organization  in  this  district ;  and, 
finally,  to  provide  for  the  jiardon  and  com- 
mutation of  jienaliies  imposed  by  the  courts 
of  states  whose  constitutions  have  not  con- 
■idered  that  humanitarian  recourse. 

Although  tlie  sanitary  state  of  the  cajiital 
of  the  republic  is  suflicientiy  flattering,  tins 
lubject  requires  your  special  care.  The  law 
organizing  the  federal  district  having  been 
promulgated,  the  services  concerning  public 
health  and  terrestrial  hygiene  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  municipality,  c.\cept  some 
expressly  reserved  for  federal  administration 
in  the  terms  of  Law  No.  85  of  20th  .Sep- 
tember 1893 

7'lie  promulgation  of  the  reform  in  the 
maritime  sanitary  departments, -whicli  awaits 
your  approval,  has  become  of  great  interest 
find  urgenc)',  and  also  the  interpretation  of 
Art.  73,  §  24,  in  what  is  said  in  regard  to 
the  exercise  of  medicine  and  pharmacy,  in 
view  of  tile  understanding  in  some  states 
that  no  legal  approval  sliould  be  exacted  for 
the  practice  of  their  respective  professional 
functions. 

Some  legislative  measures  would  be  of 
utility  ill  regard  to  the  sanitation  of  this 
capital,  the  union  giving  its  support  to  the 
municipal  government,  upon  which  rests  the 
initiative  in  the  matter. 

Still  furtiier,  with  reference  to  this  branch 
of  the  public  service,  1  should  inlonn  you 
that  the  international  sanitary  convention 
witli  the  republics  of  Argentina  and  Uru- 
guay has  been  denounced,  and  will  termi- 
nate on  3rd  August  of  the  current  year; 
likewise  that  the  government  has  hastened 
to  make  use  of  the  legislative  authorization 
in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  Idzaretlos 
at  various  points  of  the  republic. 

Co-operating  in  the  development  of  public 


instruction,  as  is  its  duty,  the  government 
])roniulgated  by  Decree  No,  1,159,  of  3rd 
December  of  the  jiast  year,  a  code  ol  disposi- 
tions common  to  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation tle])endentupon  the  ministry  of  justice 
and  internal  affairs  ;  and  to  .supplement 
this,  the  sfiecial  statutes  for  each  faculty  are 
now  being  elaborate<l. 

In  order  to  verify  the  results  expected 
from  the  reform  of  the  Gymnasio  Naciona), 
established  by  Decree  No.  1,194,  of  sStli 
December  last,  removing  the  difficulties 
which  the  preceding  regulations  presented 
as  to  the  requirements  of  admission  to  and 
attendance  upon  the  course  of  studj',  the 
goveinment  concluded  not  to  make  use  of 
the  authorization  conferred  by  Law  No, 
126  A,  of  2ist  November,  1892,  and  the 
more  particularly  because,  in  view  of  the 
numerous  reclamations  received,  it  was 
^hrought  necessary  that  the  old  organization 
of  the  Gymnasio  as  a  day  and  hoarding 
school  ahouid  remain  unchanged.  The 
government  needs,  for  this  measure  of 
beneficent  results,  to  be  provided  with  the 
means  indispensible  for  maintaining  the 
two  establishments. 

The  Instiiuto  Profissional,  created  by  a 
decree  of  1892,  so  necessary  to  industrial 
development,  has  not  yet  been  installed  for 
lack  of  the  needed  budget  recourses.  P'or 
the  same  reason  the  goveinment  can  not 
yet  attend  to  the  creation  of  the  Instituto 
Commercial,  wdiich  the  economic  expansion 
of  die  country  requires  without  delay. 

The  new  service  of  obtaining  statistics  of 
tlie  primary,  secondary  and  normal  schools 
of  the  republic,  undertaken  by  tiie  union, 
can  not  likewise  be  carried  into  elTect  for 
lack  of  credit  ;  as  also  it  has  not  been  pos- 
sible to  initiate  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  edifice  of  tlie  National  School  of 
Fine  Arts,  nor  to  draw  uj)  the  bases  for  the 
organization  of  tiie  National  Theatre. 

I  have  sincerely  and  continually  en- 
deavored to  preserve  and  strengthen  the 
relations  of  friendship  which  unite  us  to 
other  nations. 

You  are  informed  by  the  message  which 
I  had  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you  on 
1 2th  May  of  the  i)ast  year,  that,  in  accord 
willi  the  government  of  Argentina,  and  in 
conformity  with  the  treaty  of  7th  September, 
1889,  the  federal  government  had  asked  the 
President  of  the  United  Slates  of  North 
America  that  he  sliould  accept  the  oflice  of 
arbitrator  In  the  boundary  question  pending 
between  Brazil  and  that  republic.  The 
prompt  and  favorable  reception  which  this 
request  encountered,  enabled  the  govern- 
ment to  go  on  in  the  execution  of  the  said 
treaty,  sending  to  Washington  soon  after 
a  special  mission  charged  witli  the  defence 
of  our  rights.  One  of  the  respective  envoys 
having  died,  his  successor  was  immediately 
nominated.  This  sad  occurrence  has  occa- 
sioned no  embarrassment  to  the  defence  of 
Brazilian  interests  because  the  Argentine 
envoy  had  not  as  yet  arrived  at  his  des- 
tination. 

In  execution  of  Law  No.  97,  of  5th  Oc- 
tober last,  two  envoys  extraordinary  and 
ministers  plenipotentiary  have  left  for  China, 
accredited  with  a  special  mission.  Tliis  ter- 
minated, one  of  them  will  remain  there  on 
ordinary  mission.  It  is  hoped  that  this  act, 
destined  to  unite  more  closely  our  relations 
with  China,  may  produce  a  beneficent  result 
in  the  development  of  our  country. 

In  regard  to  japan,  the  jovernnient  has 
postponed  action,  because  that  empire  exact! 
equality  of  treatment. 

The  army,  which  is  now  the  creditor  of 
the  national  gratitude  for  the  important  ser- 
vices which  it  has  rendered  to  llie  cause  of 
order  and  social  tranquillity,  merits  every 
solicitude  from  the  public  powers  in  what 
concerns  its  instruction  and  improvement 
which  may  jirepaie  it  for  the  perfect  dis- 
charge of  its  mission. 

The  inomulgaiion  of  the  code  of  military 
law  is  urgent,  which  project  awaits  your 
consideration. 

The  powder  factory  of  Coxipd,  in  the 
stale  of  I\Iatto  Grosso,  should  be  placed 
under  conditions  analogous  to  those  of  the 
Kstrella  factory,  the  necessary  credit  being 
granted  for  the  acqulEilion  of  the  indis- 
pensible apparatus  and  machinery. 

It  would  be  of  great  utility  to  authorize 
the  exjienditure  for  the  construction  of  the 
telegraph  line  from  Uberaba  to  Corumba  ; 
this  measure  Is  not  only  strategical,  but  is 
even  more  needed  by  the  particular  interests 
of  public  administration. 

The  government  lias  already  provided, 
with  the  means  within  its  reach, for  theequip- 
ment  and  armament  of  our  army.  It  is  ur- 
gent that   this  supply  of  war  material    shall 


be  reasonably  increased  as  far  as   actual  ne- 
cessities require. 

Notwithstanding  it  having  been  increased 
by  two  war  vessels,  to  which  two  more  will 
soon  be  added,  the  glorious  Brazilian  navy 
is  still  (ar  from  what  it  should  be  in  order 
to  thoroughly  fuliill  the  elevated  mission 
which  the  e.vtensive  coast  line  of  the  countri' 
imposes  upon  it  and  the  position  of  Brazil 
in  South  America.  I  therefore  urge  you  to 
give  it  a  greater  number  of  war  engines,  con- 
.''trncted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  techni- 
cal ini|irnvements. 

-Vnother  necessity  of  urgent  character,  for 
upiin  it  depends  principally  the  power  of  our 
wws^  is  the  professional  instruction  of  its 
personnel,  which  needs  practical  schools 
suitably  mounted.  The  creation  of  new 
schools  of  marine  apprentices,  which  you 
have  decreed,  cannot  be  carried  into  effect 
for  lack  of  means. 

The  government,  duly  authorized,  has 
established  the  division  ol'  the  coast  of  the 
republic. 

For  the  purpose  of  instructing  itsjierson- 
nel,  our  squadron  has  been  in  constant 
movement,  with  evolutions;  and  voyages  of 
instruction. 

To  initiate  the  execution  oi  the  useful 
resolution  of  the  constituent  legislator,  who 
ordered  the  seat  of  government  removed 
from  a  populous  and  commeicial  centre  like 
the  citv  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  a  commission  for 
surveying  the  area  for  the  federal  capital  was 
sent  up  to  the  central  tableland  of  the  coun- 
try. Having  completed  the  field  work,  the 
commission  is  now  occupied  In  that  of  the 
oflice,  which  is  well  advanced.  These  preli- 
minary studies  for  the  definite  removal  of 
the  capital  being  naturally  delayed,  perliaps 
it  would  be  convenient  to  at  once  provi- 
sionally transfer  it  to  some  locality  of  the 
interior. 

The  telegraphic  system  of  the  union  and 
its  tiafiic  continue  to  be  developed  extraordi- 
narily, to  the  point  of  requiring  the  comple- 
tion and  addition  of  new  lines.  Li  order  to 
conclude  the  construction  of  the  line  from 
Belem  (Para)  to  I\[anaos,  the  last  capital 
which  lacks  telegraphic  connection  with  the 
several  states  and  all  with  the  capital  of  tiie 
union,,  it  has  become  necessary  that  you 
should  concede  a  credit  for  the  amount 
remaining  of  the  respective  appropriation, 
that  being  exhauste:!  which  was  decreed 
in  1890. 

There  is  now  in  operation  one  more 
submarine  cable  between  Brazil  and  Eu- 
rojie,  landing  at  Recife  and  at  Senegal. 

'I'he  reform  ot  the  telegraph  department 
awaits  your  approval.  It  merits  the  attention 
of  Congress  on  account  of  the  urgency  of 
harmonizing  it  with  the  new  organization 
for  tiie  inijjrovement  of  the  civil  service. 

In  obedience  to  the  clamors  which  the 
population  raises  in  times  of  drouth,  the 
government  lias  considered  it  expedient  not 
to  delay  the  construction,  which  is  near 
conclusion,  of  the  third  line  of  mains  for  the 
water  supplj'  of  this  city,  which  supply  will 
thus  be  considerably  increased,  however 
the  service  may  be  considered  which,  from 
its  nature,  will  soon  liave  to  be  transferred 
to  the  municijiality. 

The  pons  on  our  coast  need  improve- 
ments that  will  enable  them  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  trade;  but  financial  diffi- 
culties have  prevented  the  contractors  from 
executing  the  works  proposed,  lor  which 
they  obtained  government  favors.  In  diis 
respect  the  executive  has  fidopted  such 
measures  as  were  in  its  power. 

There  was  successfully  held  In  this  capital 
a  preparatory  exhibition  as  a  basis  for  the 
selection  of  products  to  be  sent  to  the  Col- 
umbian Exhibition  at  Chicago,  others, 
however,  for  want  of  time,  being  sent  there 
direct  from  the  states.  The  members  of 
the  Brazilian  commission  are  already  in  that 
city,  to  which  have  also  gone  the  products 
most  wortliy  of  figuring  in  that  Industrial 
contest. 

Repeating  the  request  contained  in  the 
message  of  August,  1892,  in  regard  to  the 
passing  of  a  law  regulating  the  importation 
of  grape-vines  and  other  plants,  or  vege- 
tables, from  foreign  countries,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  simultaneous  introduction  of  the 
phylloxera  vasiatrix,  I  trust  that  you  will 
take  steps  to  protect  in  this  \\';s.\  the  agri- 
cultural industry  of  the  country, 

I  likewise  trust  that  you  will  take  action 
on  the  signing  and  the  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions of  the  protocols,  submitted  to  your 
consideration,  ofthe  congress  held  at  Madrid 
on  industrial  property. 

The  postal  service,  which  continues  to  be 
performed  with  the  desirable  regularity, 
requires  to  be  reorganized  and  enlarged. 


The  government  has  sought  to  develop 
the  service  of  immigration  and  colonization 
in  the  north  of  the  republic,  creating  for 
tills  purpose  three  commissions,  under  the 
presidency  of  the  governors  of  Pard  and 
Alagoas  and  the  president  of  Ceara,  en- 
trusted with  the  work  of  propagandism  and 
the  eslahlishmcnt  of  three  centres  of  attrac- 
tion. Unfortunately,  on  account  of  the 
smallness  of  the  sum  voted  the  results  to  be 
expected  have  not  yet  been  accomplished. 

In  order  to  regulate  better  the  introduc- 
tion of  immigrants  into  the  country,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  the  Companhia  Metropol- 
Itana  w.is  the  grantee  of  several  immigration 
contracts,  the  government  resolved  to  com- 
bine tiieni  and  on  the  2nd  of  last  August 
made  a  new  agreement  taking  the  place  of 
those  which  had  previously  been  made. 

By  tills  agreement,  which  went  into 
operaUon  on  January  ist,  1S93,  the  com- 
pany bound  itself  to  bring  to  Brazilian 
ports  1,000,000  immigrants  within  the 
period  of  10  years.  The  interests  of  the 
country  were  secured  and  advantages  were 
obtained  in  relation  to  the  quality  of  the 
Immigrants  by  excluding  unmarried  per- 
sons, and  i)y  limiting  tlie  number  of  im- 
migrants of  each  nationality. 

Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropria- 
tion the  number  of  immigrants  for  tlie 
present  year  was  limited  to  the  minimum. 
that  is,  to  50,000.  During  the  year  1892 
there  arrived  at  this  port  and  at  that  of 
Santos  86,213  immigrants. 

The  states  ofS.  Paulo  and  Espirito  Santo 
have  already  taken  cliarge  of  their  own  im- 
migration service  and  are  responsible  for 
the  expenses  therewith. 

The  length  of  the  railways  in  operation 
and  construction  and  under  survey,  subject 
to  the  supervision  of  the  government  of  the 
union,  has  greatly  increased. 

The  regulating  of  the  federal  railway 
system  is  subject  to  the  action  of  the  com- 
mission that  you  appointed  at  your  last 
session  as  a  consequence  of  legislative  de- 
cree No.  109,  of  October  14th,  1892. 

The  supervisory  department,  having  been 
altered  by  a  decree,  No.  1,164,  of  the  9th  of 
last  December,  has  taken  the  name  of  Ins- 
pectoria  Geral  de  Estradas  de  Ferro,  and 
instructions  have  been  framed  and  approved 
for  examining  the  accounts  oi  companies 
that  are  entitled  to  guaranteed  interest,  or 
subsidies.  Several  railway  grants  that  had 
lapsed  have  been  annulled. 

With  the  exception  of  the  railway  from 
Porto  Alegre  to  Uruguayana,  wliose  regular 
working  has  been  disturbed  by  the  invasion 
of  the  slate,  matters  in  the  operation  of  the 
roads  have  taken  their  normal  cour.se. 

With  the  adoption  of  several  measures 
within  the  government's  jurisdiction  and 
with  the  assistance  ofthe  new  railway  sup- 
plies that  are  arriving,  the  Central  raihvav, 
if  still  failing  to  meet  ihe  demands  of  trafiic, 
has  perceptibly  improved  and  it  is  reason- 
able to  hope  that  within  a  short  time  it  will 
be  in  a  position  to  correspond  to  all  the 
requirements  of  trade. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Law 
No.  126B,  of  the  2ist  of  last  November, 
Art.  6,  No.  19,  I  await  information,  to  be 
furnished  in  conformity  with  instructions 
issued  on  the  i6tiioflhe  following  month 
of  December,  In  order  to  proceed  to  the 
revision  ofthe  pay  roll  of  the  employes  oi 
the  road. 

It  is  not  yet  possible  to  state  die  exact 
amount  of  the  revenue  and  expenditure 
during  the  two  half-years  of  1S92,  for 
balance  sheets  have  nof  yet  been  received 
from  some  ofthe  revenue  and  disbursement 
ofiices  in  the  states,  nor  from  the  Treasury 
agency  in  London, 

By  law  No.  25,  of  December  30th,  1891, 
the  revenue  was  estimated  at  207,992, 120$  ; 
the  calculations  of  the  Treasury,  founded 
on  probabiliues,  show  that  it  will  amount 
to  about  225,000,000$,  although  at  the 
beginning  of  the  )'ear  the  Increased  import 
duties  were  not  collected,  nor  the  tax  on 
the  consumption  of  tobacco  and  other  new 
taxes  created  by  that  law. 

The  expenditures  of  the  union  were 
fixed  by  law  No.  26  of  the  same  dale  at 
205,y48,264Si28,  and  those  audited  up  to 
this  date  amount  to  201,159,000^5,  but, 
as  I  have  said,  I  have  not  suflicient  data 
for  a  correct  estimate  of  the  amount 
actually  spent. 

It  is  well,  then,  to  adopt  as  the  surest 
basis  the  calculations  In  the  report  of  the 
department  of  finance  modified  with  the 
data  that  have  since  become  known.  Thus, 
adding  to  the  sum  fixed  by  law,  that  is, 
05,948,264$!  28,  the  special  and  deficiency 
appropriations  to  the  amount  of  37,286,- 
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and  the  collccK.rsliips  not  abolislied  ll,at  of 
9,601, 830J972,  ilie  amount  o(  debts  be 
lonRing  to  previous  years,  payable  in  viriue 
of  authorization  sranled  Ijy  law  No  -6  of 
Jinuary  26th.  1S02,  An.  i,  Ko  ,  tint  of 
n,7l0,024$683  lur  losses  in  excli'an.rc 
addition  to  the  appropriation  vote 
10,000,000$,  we  have  a   tola 
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of  266,000,463^869,  which  if  we  deduct 
therefrom  the  amount  ul'ievciuie  eslimalcd 
at  225,000,000$,  will  leave  a  deficit  of 
4T,ooo,463$869. 

This  deficit  will  be  reduceil  to  2202S  - 
65S$724,  if  we  dciluct  tlicrefrom  the  net 
deposits  amounting  to  iS,97i,So5$i4^ 
and  to  meet  it  sufficient  means  will  be 
furnished  by  the  suras  deposited  in  banks 
on  account  current  by  order  of  the  /oriiier 
government,  sums  which  those  banks  bound 
themselves  to  return  to  the  Trcasiiiy  will, in 
a  given  lime. 

As  to  llie  present  year,  jiidgin,!>  by  wluu 
is  known  at  this  time  of  the  receipts  of  the 
first  quarter,  it  is  presumable  that  the  rev- 
enue will  exceed  diatof  1892. 

In  die  execution  of  law  No.  126A  o( 
November  2isl,  1892,  dicre  have  arisen 
many  ditliculties  leading  to  a  decrease  in 
the  product  of  the  laxes  created  or  increas- 
ed by  that  law. 

Similar  difficulties  have  been  cnconnler- 
ed  in  the  e.secution  of  law  No.  126I!,  of 
the  same  date,  on  account  of  theappropiia- 
tions  for  certain  purposes  and  the  absohilc 
lailiire  to  provide  means  for  others,  real 
oversights  which  have  forced  the  govern- 
ment to  make  special  appropriations  to  the 
amount  ol  io,997,744$458,  thus  divided 
among  the  dilierent  departments  :

lias  already  declined  to  accede  to  the  terms 
propo.sed. 

Uiviiig  to  the  state  govemmeins  ceilain 
services  that  had  belonged  to  the  federal 
government,  the  constitution  also  transferred 
to  Uiem  certain  revenues,  which,  in  confor- 
mity with  tiie  nature  of  the  federal  system 
would  exclusively  appertain  to  them.  ' 

It  forbade  them,  however,  to  lay  taxes  on 
articles  taxed  by  the  goveriiiiient  of  the 
union,  only  perniiuing  them  in  An.

Having  figured  for  many  years 
in  previous  budgets,  these  taxes  have  been 
retained  and  their  product  used  as  state 
revenue,  and  in  some  instances  they  have 
even  been  adopted  in  the  revenue  laws. 
So  deep-rooted  is  the  interest  in  retainin;' 
tliis  revenue  that  some  governors  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  doubt  its  unconstitutionalit)-. 
On  ^  several  occasions  lias  the  respective 
minister  is,sued  instructions  to  bis  delegates 
in  the  slates  for  causing  the  consliliiiional 
provisions  in  this  point  to  be  oliseived.  and 
for  this  object  you,  I  am  sure,  wiil  co- 
operate. 

In  conclusion,  gcnllcmen  of  the  National 
Congress,  let  me  be  permitletl  to  make  an 
appeal  to  )'Our  patriotism.  The  republic 
undeniably  is  suflicicnlly  strong  10  react 
against  any  resistance  that  may  be  made  to 
its  stability  and  development  ;  in  ibc  midst 
of  the  agitations  which  suirouiid  lis,  in 
spile  of  all  momentary  difficulties,  it  is  felt 
that  llie  heart  of  tlie  nation  throbs  and 
expands  in  all  spheres  of  human  activity 
and  the  lirazilian  nation  is  making  itself 
conspicuous  among  those  tliat  coi'istilutc 
South  America.
